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During the mob, one of the twins received a 
severe cold, and continued to grow worse till 
Friday, and died. The mobbers were composed 
of various religious parties, but mostly Camp- 
belites, Methodists and Baptists, who continued 
to molest and menace father Johnson’s house for 
along time. Eldef Rigdon removed to Kirt- 
land with his family, then sick with the meas- 
les, the following Wednesday, and, on account 
ofthe mob he wenj to Chardon on Saturday, 
April first. Sunday, April second, I started for 
Missouri, in company with Newel K. Whitney, 
Peter Whitmer, and Jesse Gauze, to fulfil the 
revelation. Not wishing to go by Kirtland, as 
another mob existed in that neighborhood, (and 
indeed, the spirit of mobocracy was very prev- 
alent through the region of country at the time,) 
brother George Pitkin took us in his waggon, 
by the most expeditious route to Warren, wh 
we arrived the same day, and were there join 
by elder Rigdon, who left Chardon in the morn- 
ingzand proceeding onward;we arrived at Wells- 
ville the next day, and the day following at 
Stubenville, where we left the waggon; and on 
Wednesday the fifth of April, we took passage 
on board a steam packet for Wheeling, Virgin- 
ia; where we purchased ajot of paper for the 
press in Zion, then in care Of W. W. Phelps. 


After we left Hiram, fearing for safety of 


ed us all the way round, left us, and we arrived 
at Louisville the same night; Captain Brittle 
fered us protection on board of his boat, al 
gave us supper and breakfast gratuitously. A@ 
Louisville, we were joined by elder Titus B- 
lings, who was journeying with a company of 
saints from Kirtland to Zion, and we took fe» 
sage on the steamer Charleston for St. Louis, 
where we parted with brother Billings and 
company, and by stage arrived at 
Missouri, on the twenty-fourth of April, a dis 
tance of about three hundred miles from St. 
Louis. We found the brethren generally enjoy- 
ing health and faith, and extremely glad to wel- 
come us among them. 
On the 26th, 1A general council of the 
chureMf, and was acknowledged as the presi- 
dent of the high priesthood, according to a pre 
vious ordination at aconferenee of high 
elders and members, held at Amherst, Ohio, on 
the 25th of January, 1832.

On the 27th, we transacted considerable bu - 
siness for the salvation of saints who were 
settling among a ferocious set of mobbers, like 
lambs among wolves. It was my endeavor to 
so organize the church, that the brethren might 
eventually be independent of every incumbranee 
beneath the celestial kingdom, by bonds and 
covenants of mutual friendship, and mutual 
love. 

On the 28th and 29th, I visited the bretiren 
above Big Blue river, in Kaw township, twelve 
miles west of Independenc® and received a wel- 
come only known by brethren and sisters united 

as ene in the same faith, and by the same bap- 
tism, and supported by the same Lord. The 
Colesville braneh, in particular, rejoiced as the 
ancient saints did with Paul. It is good to re- 
joice with the peop'e of God. On the 30th, I 
returned to Independence, and again sat in coun- 
eil with the brethren and received the follow- 


pe: 
Revelation given April, 1832. 

Verily thus saith the Lord, in addition to the 
laws of the church eoneetning women and chil- 
dren, those who belong to the church, who have 
lost their husbands or fathers: women have claim

Arrangements were also made for supplying 
the saints with stores in Missouri and Ohio, 
which with a few exceptions, was hailed with 
jay by the brethren. Before we left Indepen- 
dence, elder Rigdon preached two most power- 
ful discourses, which, so far as outward | 
ance is concerned, gave’ great satisfaction to 
the people. 

On the 6th of May L gave the parting hand to 
the brethren in Indepencence, and in company 
with brothers Rigdon and Whitney,commenced 
areturn to Kirtland, by stage to St. Louis, from 
thence to Vincennes, Indiana; and from thence 
to New Albany, near the falls of the Ohio river. 
Before we arrived at the latter place, the horses 
became frightened, and while going at full speed 
bishop Whitney attempted to jump out of the 
coach, but having his coat fast, enught his foot 
in the wheel and had his leg aff-foot broken in 
several places; at the same time I jtimped out 
unhurt, and we put up at Mr. Porter’s public

He will keep the feet of his 
saints, and the wicked shall be silent in dark- 
ness: for by strength shall no man prevail.

Let the high praises of God be in their 
mouth, and a two edged sword in their hand; — 
To execute vengeance upon the heathen, and 
ishments upon the people; To bind their 
inge with chains, and their nobles with fet- 
ters Of iron; To execute upon them the judg- 
ment written: this honor have all his saints.— 
Praise ye the Lord.“ 

This will be glory enough for one world, and 
joy enangb for those who have waded in blood 
to bliss, Then and only ruxx will the saints 
understand what death is; and what the 
er is, of him that conquers all, in this world 
and the world to come.

Zion 
hall not be moved out of her place, notwith- 
standing her children are scattered, they that 
main and pure in heart shall return and 
me to their inheritances; they and their chil- 
en, with songs of everlasting joy; to build up 
the waste places of Zion. And all these things 
that the prophets might be fulfilled. And be- 
hold, bere is none other place appointed than 
that which I have appointed; adhe shell 


there be any other place appointed than that * 
which I have appointed for the work of the gath- 
ering ef my saints, until the day cometh when 
there is found no more room fer them; and then 
I have other places which I will appoint unto 
them, and they shall be called stakes, for the 
curtains, or the strengrh of Zion.“ 

Now, brethren, the word of the Lord is plain, 
no more ‘places of gathering, will be appoim 
ved of the Lord, till there is no- more room” In — 
Zion; and should the wicked scatter the saings 
ever so far and wide from their inheritance, 
yet, when Jacob begins to go up to the house 
of the Lord, and to the Ged of Israel, they wild 
come home. The wise Virgins will have oil 
enough in their lamps to see the ‘way marks,’ 
and walk in the old paths.

PRELIMINARIES FOR RELIGION. 

In 1835, there was published in London, a 
Book of the Denominations.’ This publication, 
of about 700 pages, contains an account ef 
nearly sixty different sects, all serving God un- 
der various creeds, ceremunies and expecta 
tions. Truly was it said, ‘when the shepherd t 
smitten the sheep will scatter.’ To obviate the ' 
the objection, howeveh, se often made to reve 
lations, as believed by the Latter Day Bainu, 
we have though it advisable to make an extract 
from the writer’s preliminary remarks, It is 
not all gold that shines, neither is every pile of 
rubbish destitute of jewels: By proving eontre- 
rieties, truth often manifests itself so clearly’ s 
that he that runs may read, and he that reads 
may understand. 

Now to the extract :— 

„For eighteen centuries it has voch the sin- 
gular fate of christianity to attach to iuelſ, and- 
yet to seperate from each other, those who have 
professed to embrace it as a revelation from 
heaven. Its promulgation has been uniformly 
marked by this two-fold character of unity and 
division. The most violent zealots for oppo- 
site or different opinions, have yet ranged them- 
selves under the common standerd of the faith; 
they have all strenuously adhered to the name 
of their feunder, while they have strangely 
used that name as the watchword of dissen- 


ion and persecution. 80 rkably has thie 
malous exhibition of ristian religion 
ptéyailed, that thete bas scarcely been a mo- 
ment. during its pregress in which its friends, 
because they were its triegds, hyve not been tiie 

epponents of each other. Thus theodium of 
engendering and every ond 
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antisocial feeling in the human bosom, has been 


* fixed, not upon any particular sect, e hureh, or 


denomination, but upon the gospel itself; and 


‘superficial objectors have inferred, that because 


_ professing Christians in all ages and of all par- 
ties have been the persecutors of cach other, that 
_ Christianily.is nothing more than a mischievous 


_ delusion, designed to impose upon the credulity, 


and to awaken into active energy the worst pus- 
mons, of mankind. 

The preliminary duty of the author of a work 
like the present. unquestionably, is to meet 
and refute a conclusion so utterly unsupported 
by the facts from which it is ostensibly deri- 
ved. 

Assuming the facts to be true, can it indeed 
be shown, that Christianity is in the slightest 
degree responsible for the conflicting opinions 
and persecuting animesities, which have so un- 
happily diegraced its disciplesand tarnished its 
glory? 

A notion bas very generally prevailed,. that 
a revelation from beaven ought to be so clear, 
distinct and luminous, as to render uniformity 
of sentiment on the subject of its discoveries 


- the almost necessary consequence of ite pro- 


mulgation. This notion as applied to Christian- 
ity has operated very differently upon different 
minds. It has induced infidelity iv one class 
and intolerance in the other. The scéptic waits 
for the perfect agreement of all Christians, be- 
fore he will admit their religion to be divine; 
the bigot contends that among true Christians 
this agreement is indispensable, that the most 
trifling departure from Lis own opinions, which 
ere of course the only epinions founded. in 
tragb, ie a mark of heresy; in the suppression 
of which, he suffers himself to be hurried in- 
to all the extravagances of remorseless peree- 
eution. ſavocite position of both is, tha 
diversity of sentiment regarding the contents of 
alleged divine revelation is fatel' to.its preten- 
sions; perhaps the only point in which the in- 
fide] and the zealot are agreed, :he practical in- 
fluence of which is to make one the enemy of 
himeelf, and the other the enemy ofall man- 
kind. As a subtle and dangerous fallacy it 
deserves exposure; and forthie, a very little 
sagacity will suffice: those who maintain it, are 
perhaps hardly aware of its legitimate conse-. 
quences, any more than they are prepared to 
detct the sophism.gn which itis founded. Ie 
has not prepably @turred to them, that thie, 
their strongest argument for two of the worst 
things in the world, infidelity and bigotry, is 
subversive of n revealed, but of. natural 


religion. II every. thing-sssuming: the charee~ 


tes of Nen from heaven is to. be rejeo-" w 


ted simply on the ground of the differences and 
contrarieties of opinion, which may prevail 


among its advocates, then there is nothing 


true, nothing divine, in the universe. For 
what is there in the whole range of philosophy 
that has not occasioned disputation, and div} 
ded the most acute and sagacious reasoners }— 
Uniformity is, and ever has been confined with- 
in the narrow limits of self-evident truths and 
mathematical demonstrations. There are no 
dupliestes in human nature, no classes where 
individuals possess an exact resemblance. It 
is not therefore possible, unless the capacities 
of different minds could be equalized, and their 
circumstances rendered precisely similar, that 
they should entertain identieal opinions, and 
contemplate under the same aspects, and with 
the same convictions, the doctrine which they 
be li eve to be true, Universal concert. and per- 
fect agreement are utterly unknown in this 
world of ignorance, prejudice and passion, 
where a thourand influences conspire to obscure 
the most glorious truths, and to diminish the 
force of he most powerful arguments.“ 


* SPECIAL MEETING. 

On the 8th of August, 1844, at a special 
meeting ofthe Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Sainte, convened at the stand in the 
eity of Nauvoo, Presippyt Brickam 
called the audience to order, and arranged the 


several quorums according to their standing, 


and the rules of the church. The meeting had 
been previously called, as stated, to choose a 
guardian, or trastee for said church, 

Elder Phelps opened the meeting by prayer, 
and President Young then proceeded to speak, 
and gave his views of the present situation of 
the church, now that the prophet and patriarch 
were taken ſrom our midst-by the wickedness 
of cur enemies. For the first time since he be- 
came a member of the church; a servant of 
God, a messenger to the nations in the nine - 
teenth century; forthe first time in the king-. 
dom of God, the Twelve Apostles of the Lamb, 
chosen by revelation, in this last dispensatien 
of the gospel: for the winding up scene, pre- 
sent themselves before the saints, to stand in. 
their lot according to appointment. Whilethe 
prophet lived, we all walked by ‘sight;’ he is 
taken from us and we mast now walk by ‘faith. 
After he had explained matiers eq 
ly that every saint could see that hen 6 mon- 
tle had truly fallen upon the Twelve,’ he ask - 


ed the saints what they wanted. Do you want 


a guardian,.a prophet, a spokesman, er what 
t o you want? If you want any of these officers, 


pignify it by raising the righthand. Not a hand

tisfactor- 
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He then gave the saints his views of what the 
Lord wanted. Here are the Twelve,“ appoin- 
ted by the finger of God, who hold the keys of 
the priesthood, and the authority to set in or- 
der and regulate the church iu all the world. 
Here is elder Amasa Lyman and elder Sidney 
Rigdon; they were councillors in the first pres- 
idency, and they are couneillors to the Twelve 
still; if they keep their places; but if either 
wishes to act as ‘spokesman’ for the prophet 
Joseph, he must go behind the veil where Jo- 
seph is, He continued his remarks nearly an 
hour, opening by the spirit of God, the eyes, 
ears and hearts of the saints to the subject be- 
fore them, and to their duty and the glory of 
God.

were continued in the fall fruition of the spir- 
it, that whispers: union is strength, and peace 
ig joy. 

epoke’ next, and eontinued 
the eame spirit and feeling, having known ma- 
ny of the elders for fourteen years, and had seen

man andwoman,) signify it by the uplifted 

hand;’ and the vote was unanimous, no hand 
being raised in the negative. The next vote 
was that the Twelve should sclect and appeint 
two bishops to act as trustees for the chureb, 
aceording to law. This vote was 
‘also, Another unanimoue vote was passed to 
use every exertion to forward the bfilding of 
the Temple, and to strengthen the hands of 
the committee.
